which Senator Chnrles H. Dietrich of 
Nebraska will aim to bring about by 
Introducing a bill embracing nil these 
features In the next congress. By his 
scheme he purposes to better the con- 
dition of the prisoners and at tbe same 
time make their labors useful to so- 
ciety. 


Recently he conferred with his col- 


league, Senator .T. H. Mjllard, nnd dis- 
cussed the basic principles of the plan. 
Congressmen 
Elmer ,T. Burkett 
and 


David H. Mercer also were present, 
with two well known constitutional 
lawyers. Senator Dietrich made known 
bis views on convict labor, and they 
were heartily Indorsed by his col- 
leagues. The attorneys failed to see 
any constitutional objections to bis 
proposed course of action. As a re- 
sult of the meeting Senator Dietrich 
hastened to Washington to work out 
tbe details of bis scheme and draw 
up the bill. He will have the hearty 
support and co-operation of the re- 
mainder of tbe Nebraska, delegation, 
who will try to secure additional aid 
from tbe representatives of tbe arid 
states. 


Senator Dietrich purposes to divide 


the United States into Immense dis- 
tricts. In each one of them a federal 
pilson will be maintained. To tbe fed- 
eral prisons all convicts will be scut. 
The authorities at each penitentiary 
will be required to select all orderly, 
well beba\ed coin lets lor labor In tbe 
aild regions. These men are to he pio- 
vldod wilb ciU/en clothing and taken 
to the scene of their labors, where they 
will be treated as ordinary woiktncn. 
Good conduct nnd efficient labor would, 
ot course, greatly shoiteu tbe sentence. 
Besides, the men would be allowed a 
fair sum enel: month for their service1*. 
This would be saved and gtoen to the 
prisoners when discharged. 


In this way the task of redeeming 


tbe barren lauds In the western states 
could be cheaply and economically 
done by men who are now pining Iu 
confinement. A vast incieasc iu wealth 
would result, contends the senator. Tbe 
convict would be greatly benefited, be- 
cause the pure air, who.'«tome food and 
Interesting labor would make his sur- 
roundings better and more cheerful. 
Tbe tainted atmosphere of the prison 
would be counteracted. Short term 
men and those whose eilmlnal Instincts 
arc not prominently developed could 
labor together, and tbe worst featuie 
of prison Hfo, the dissemination of 
criminal desires, would be eliminated. 


To guard 
the prisoners the idle 


troops and cavalry squads could be 
pressed Into service. The district in 
which the convicts labor, according to 
the plan of Senator Dietrich, could b* 
guarded by a strong picket line of sol- 
diers. The latter would not come in 
contact with the convicts and could 
receive valuable training iu actual out- 
door service. In camp a detailed record 
of each man's delinquencies would be 
kept. For pardons good prison conduct 
would be required. Senator Dietrich is 
confident tbat Insurrections and at- 
tempts at escape can be eliminated en- 
tirely. 


Skilled engineers and government ex- 


perts are depended upon by the sena- 
tor to outline tbe work. 
By careful 


selection tbe labor would be sufficient- 
ly skilled to conduct tbe work. 


Senator Dietrich was first prompted 


to devise the scheme on humanitarian 
grounds. Twenty-five years ago he was 
working as a day laborer iu the 
swamps of Arkansas and Mississippi. 
At that time the convict cnmp, with 
all Its terrors, was In vogue. 
The 


prisoners were compelled to do tbe 
most exhausting labor on a diet of 
bacon, corn bread nnrl river water, 
with only a few hours devoted to sleep 
and rest Nearly all tbe coinicts wore 
the ball and chain. The Inhuman treat- 
ment and loss of energy as well as

The Mlllerniirt Matter. 


The last two annual congresses of 


French Socialists have been greatly 
agitated by the Question as to whether 
the present French minister of com- 
merce, M. Millernnd, who is a Socialist, 
did right in accepting a portfolio in the 
WaleK-eU-Kousseau ministry, which is 
designated as a "bouigeols cabinet," 
Last year the congress met in the Salle 
Wngram in Paris nnd after a tempestu- 
ous debate and the withdrawal of the 
revolutionary faction decided that M. 
Mllleinud's position in the present cab- 
inet was purely a personal matter 
•which liad no socialistic significance 
one way or the other. 


The congress of 3901 lins just closed 


Its sessions in the Salic cles Folies-P.er- 
Kcrc in Lyons, in spite of the fact that 
during the past year M. Millerand hnd 
been instrumental in having passed 
Hoveinl measures of great benefit to the 
laboring classes and Is still about to 
propose others quite as beneficial a 
huge faction appeared at Hie congress 
prepared to drive him ont of the partj 
or tbe mlnKtry. A nn asure was Intro 
ducpd by M. Pej.iporte declaring thnt 
M. Mllleranr*. hnd placed himself our 
side the Socialist parly by his action 
This was rejected by a vote of 910 to 
2S<i, and In consecjeunec the revolution 
aiy section, as usual, l"ft the ball as a 
murk of piotest. 


Subsequently the congress adoptee 


by 90'1 to -12 a motion proposed by M 
Brland declaring thai M. Millerand'^ 
position in the ministry could not bind 
the Socialist purlv to tbe oxoeutiV' 
power and that Af. Millerand const1 


quently did not represent that party in 
tbe cabinet. The motion further 
forth that the attitude of the party to 
wnid tbe present ministry should h 
tbe same fl9 toward all bourgeois mln 
istrles and hence determined exclusive 
Iv by tbe interests of the Socialist pro 
letnrint. This means that Socialist dep 
uties \\ ill only support those govern- 
ment measures which may be deemed 
socialistic. The late congress is consid- 
ered important as more distinctly than 
ever drawing the line between the an- 
arebist socialists and those who would 
bring about a state of socialism by leg- 
islative means.
